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History 

Incorporated in 1879, as Zion Wesley Institute, Livingstone Col- 
lege's first sessions were held in 1880 in one room of the parsonage of 
the late Bishop Cicero R. Harris, who was then a minister in neigh- 
boring Cabarrus County, Concord, North Carolina. The idea of 
establishing an educational enterprise for the training of Negro youth 
emanated from a conference of African Methodist Episopal Zion min- 
isters who wished to promote a type of education that would foster self- 
reliance in their race. They believed that Negroes as a race should do 
something on their own initiative to supplement the generous benevo- 
lence of white friends, and they were confident that such an enterprise 
could be made to succeed with the cooperation of loyal and Christian 
Negroes and in their God. 

Organization was more definitely completed in 1882 when the insti- 
tution began its work on the new premises, "Old Delta Grove" in Sal- 
isbury, the first Wednesday in October. The new site consisted of one 
building and 40 acres of land. Zion Wesley Institute opened with three 
teachers, three pupils, and a matron. In 1887 by Act of Legislature the 
name Zion Wesley Institute was changed to Livingstone College in 
honor of David Livingstone, th^^^hristian missionary, philan- 
thropist, and explorer. mtmtK^yr 

Chartered as a College in 1885, the institution has attracted stu- 
dents from many states in the United States, Canada, the Caribbean, 
and Africa. Illustrious graduates include the first African-American 
neurosurgeon, the first African President of the National Education 
Association, as well as five Presidents of United Negro College Fund 
Colleges and Universities.

Kwanzaa: 

A cultural 
celebration

Dressed in a ceremonial robe, Smith Turner IV 
Wanted to make sure Overton Elementary School 
students understood what Kwanzaa is all about. 

"Kwanzaa is a holiday that celebrates African- 
American culture," Turner, an academic counsel- 
or at Livingstone College, told three third-grade 
classes at Overton on Friday afternoon. "It's not 
a religious holiday like Christmas or Hanukkah. 
It has nothing to do with Christmas." 

Turner, along with three students and three 
other staff members from Livingstone, demon- 
strated Kwanzaa for the Overton third-graders. 
Judith Cowan arranged the event. 

The classes of teachers Debbie Hirst, Mae 
Keeter and Mary Powell and assistants Cheryl 
Woodburn and Elizabeth Wah-Wilson have been 
studying different celebrations associated with 
this time of year. 

They also heard speakers on the Jewish holiday 
of Hanukkah and the Christian tradition. 

Turner explained that African-Americans cel- 
ebrate Kwanzaa from Dec. 26 through Jan. 1. The 
Swahili word stands for "first fruits of harvest." 

Each day of Kwanzaa observes a different 
principle. Symbols are placed on a table. The 
symbols include the mat, candleholder and 
Candles, corn, fruit, gifts, flag and unity cup. 

Gifts must be educational items or things that 
you earn. 

The Overton students helped set up the table 
and the Livingstone representatives explained 
the seven principles and lit the candles. 

The principles are: 

■ Umoja — which means unity.

Ann Perry, director of 
assessing student outcomes at 
Livingstone, told the children 
the African parable of an eagle. 

"If you don't know who you 
are, you need to discover who 
you are," she said of the story's 
meaning. "Be king of your own 
soul. Be king of your own 
determination. Be king of who 
you want to be." 

To end the demonstration. 
Turner taught the students a 
Swahili word for "let's all work 



together." They repeated it 
seven times while thrusting 
their fists into the air. 

"That is one of the big things 
about Kwanzaa," Turner said. 
"It encourages families and 
communities to work 
together." 

The Livingstone students and 
staff gave the children special 
bookmarks before leaving. 

Along with Turner and Mrs. 
Perry, others helping with the 
demonstration were Brenda 
Taylor, academic counselor; 
the Rev. Juanita Allen, coordi- 
nator of the Learning Center; 
Orlando Ray Mitchell, senior 
social work major and Student 
Government Association of- 
ficer; Kimberlyn Johnson, jun- 
ior biology major; and Ramah 
Staton, junior psychology 
major. 

Turner said learning about 
Kwanzaa helps African-Ameri- 
cans discover their own culture 
and other races to understand a 
different culture. 

"It helps instill pride in 
yourself as well as in the 
community," he said. "The 
principles can be used in any 
culture. There is a lot of 
emphasis on education."
